CAMPAIGN TO RAISE 
‘ THREE MILLIONS 


Formal Opening of Work Friday 
Night at The Northfield 


A national campaign to raise $3,000,- 


000 for carrying on the great work 
started by the late Dwight L. Moody, 
founder of The Northfield Schools, 
which is to cover practically all of the 
United States, had its formal opening 
in the banquet hall of the Northfield 
hotel Friday night, when 20 men and 
women from Franklin, Cheshire and 
Windham counties heartily endorsed 
the undertaking, which is to be under 
the general charge of A. D. McKee of 
Northfield. 

President Elliot Speer of the North- 
fleld Schools, East Northfield, Mass., 
at a conference urged a greater co- 
operation on the part of the public- 
spirited citizens for the maintenance of 
the work in behalf of earnest, purpose- 
ful youth. He stated that in the 
Northfield schools there are 1,147 stu- 
dents—595 girls in the seminary and 
522 boys in Mt. Hermon—all of great 
potential influence and service, when 
rightly rtained, to the home, office and 
community. From the graduates come 
many expressions of love and loyalty 
and these tokens are a source of en- 
couragement to the faculty. and 
trustees. 

Ambert G. Moody, general chairman’ 
of the tri-county campaign, in a talk 
recently mentioned the value of the 
Northfield Schools in the immediate 
vicinity. The budget of the North- 
field Schools last year exceeded $880,- 
000, of which a considerable portion 
was spent in the home counties.. From 
the visitors, who come to see their boys 
and girls, there is annually received 
by the community around $125,000. Mr. 
Moody also said, “I feel confident that 
our people will respond to this appeal 
for their school.”

To the Editor, Northfield Press: 


For years I have been keenly in- 
terested in the subject discussed in 


your editorial of last week: a town- 
ship memorial of D. L. Moody. Re- 


member that I came in from the out- 


side attracted by the goodness and 


greatness of this man who had 


achieved such wonderful and enduring 
triumphs in Great Britain and Ireland. 
In the old countries they erect public 
statues of their great men and women, 
so it came naturally to me to dream 


of a statue of D. L. Moody in this town. 

Hereabouts you hear of D. L. Moody 
spoken of as an educator. - Now that 
ts not what gave him his reputation 
and influence. His schools are only a 
by-product. He is known the world 
around and lives today in the hearts 
of myriads of men and women as an 
evangelist. Speaking for myself, I 
would never have dropped my profes- 
sion and left my native land at the call 
of any American educator; but when I 
realized. that the call of D. L. Moody 
was the call of God into Christian 
service, I willingly answered, and have 
never regretted my _ association with 
him. It is because D. L. Moody was 
an evangelist first, last and all the 
time, that the name of Northfield be- 
came known all over the world as the 
most. significant religious center in 
Protestant Christendom. 

And that dictates the style of statue 
I have dreamt of. In fact, I could 
show you a picture of it. The draw- 
ing was made by a newspaper artist 
in Chicago from life. It pictures Mr. 
Moody preaching—right arm extended 
high, Bible in left hand—a true depic- 
tion as we knew him. 

I should like to live and see a 
heroic, life-size bronze statue, mounted 
on a granite base quarried from these 
Northfield hills he loved, located on 
some public site in town. Suppose 
it be placed in front of the high school, 
say, where every passerby would be ar- 
rested by it. It would be an inspir- 
ation and a challenge to us all, young 
and old. Northfield would get glory 
as tourists realized that this was the 
birthplace of the world’s greatest 
evangelist since New Testament times. 

True, the schools are a monument to 
him, but they are not personal. I be- 
lieve there are enough people still liv- 
ing who knew, believed in, loved and 
were blessed under D. L. Moody to 
provide the means for a worthy monu- 
ment such as I speak of. 

There ought to be some permanent 
record left in the town of the ap- 
proaching tercentenary of Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony. Would it not be 
agreeable to adopt as a project such a 
statue of Northfield’'s most famous 
citizen,.who was born here, lived here, 
died here. and was buried here, and 
the fruitage of whose life still abides 
in the conferences and schools. Yours 
truly, A. P. FITT. 


What Smith College Thinks of 
“ Hamlet * With Ben Greet 


“Hamlet ” in modern dre3s never was 
half so exciting to the aud‘ence as the 
“Hamlet ” in costume presented by the 
Ben Greet Players at the Little the- 
atre of Smith College. For this was 
a play of swift incident rather than a 
psychological study. 

The players gave a masterly presen- 
tation of this story of tragedy and 
revenge, and keyed the audienve into 
a constant tension. It is hard to 
single out the superlative performance 
thought naturally Hamlet, played by 
Russell Horndike, and Ben Greet him- 
self in the dual role of Polonius and 
the first grave digger,,were the out- 
standing figures. 

Miss Thea Holme as Ophelia com- 
bined a native quality with deep 
pathos. She delicately avoided over- 
playing difficult scenes, which she 
made truly effective. In the same way, 
Kynaston Reedes, as the wicked King 
Claudis, gave a most convincing char- 
acterization of the heartless villain, 
without the customary ranting. 

The stage indicates the simplicity of 
the theatre of Shakespeare’s time and 
the play was acted in a manner like 
unto that of the Elizabethian period. 
This made for smooth and rapid suc- 
cession of scenes which were enhanced 
by skilful lighting effects. 

In presenting “Hamlet,” Mr. Greet 
is giving America its first experience 
of this great tragedy as it originally 
was written in 1603, the first folio being 
used. “Hamlet,” as it is generally 
known from the second quarto, was 
written a year after the first version, 
and being twice its length, it usually 
cut for presentation.

country is the rapidity with which air- 
ports are being planned and con- 
structed. according to Cram's Aero- 
nautical Reports, a Detroit economic 
service. 

Regardiess of the airport problems 
of the large cities, the smaller mun- 
icipalities do not face the same sit- 
uations. There is usually land avail- 
able within corporate limits, either 
privately or publicly owned. Private 
individuals in small cities have been 
most generous in deeding extensive 
holdings for airport purposes, and. in 
the matter of locations, these areas are 
usually very advantageous. 

A practice merely designating some 
pasture of meadow land as an airport 
is no longer being followed in these 
smaller cities. Development is insti- 
gated either by local civic bodies or by 
private individuals, and where bonds 
are offered they are of a municipal 
category. Construction details follow 
the latest Department of Commerce 
regulations, and the resulting fields are 
often as well equipped as those in much 
larger localities. 

The chain of airports being devel- 
oped throughout the country by one 
large company promises to become the 
centers of aeronautical activity wher- 
ever they are located. These airports 
are more than mere landing flelds, and 
facilities are provided for the sale and 
repair of ships and engines, as well as 
for the instruction of sfudents and the 
convenience of passengers and visitors. 
Naturally the scale upon which the 
organization cperates is neither neces- 
sary or possible for the average airport, 
which has for its primary purpose the 
development of a cleared area  con- 
structed for the safe landing of planes. 

With Government and ‘private agen- 
cies alike engaged in lighting  air- 
way routes and providing radio com- 
munication, night flying may become 
as common as daylight operations, If 
this condition does come about, one of 
the largest contributing factors will be 
the knowledge that well built and 
‘ighted airports are nearly everywhere 
available. The risk of forced land- 
Ings, a pilot’s greatest menace, will be 
greatly reduced. 

Perhaps the most important result of 
the widespread development of air- 
ports to the manufacturers way of 
thinking is the increased volume of 
sales it should bring about. This will 
largely be due to the “era of private 
flying that should come about short- 
ly. Planes have arrived at such a 
point of safety, instruction is of the 
best, and now bases of operation are 
in no way limited. Each city with its 
airport bids fair to make next season 
a “year of private flying.”

July 29 and 30, 1930, with various fea- 
tures to be announced later; to issue 
invitations to namesake towns in other 
States to send representatives to share 
in our celebration as “the first North- 
field in America”; to reproduce the 
original settlement, or if this is not 
feasible, a stretch of an old stockade 
or a log fort: to prepare a loan ex- 
hibit in the Dickinson hall, comprising 
furniture, implements, costumes, china 
and ironware, curios and other objects 
of years ago; to request the library 
trustees to arrange a special collection 
of books, pictures and documents of 
the period; to plan for tours by auto 
and hiking, led by authorized guides, 
to points of historic interest in the 
vicinity, such as the sites of Indian 
villages, King Philip’s tree and tren- 
ches, the council sand dunes, etc, and 
for similar tours to points of scenic in- 
terest, such as Garnet Rock, the birth- 
place and grave of D. L. Moody, etc. 

Miss Mary Dalton was requested to 
confer with the school outhorities in 
references to courses of reading and 
study on the period during the winter 
and spring, lectures and pictures, plays 
and pageants, all in order to interest 
and instruct the school children on the 
history of our State and town. Invi- 
tations will also be sent to all the 
churthes. clubs, fraternal organiza- 
tions and other groups in town. to fea- 
ture the tercentenary in appropriate 
ways in their winter programs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Gilbert will 
work on a descriptive folder of North- 
field, to place in the hands of tourists 
and visitors. A request will be sent 
to the Village Improvement Society to 
erect sign boards at the town line on 
all the highways with legends such as, 
“Welcome to Northfield’; also mark- 
ers at historic sites, like the Indian 
village of Natanis,,and to repaint the 
‘inscriptions -on the existing historical 
monuments. . A map showing all the 
points of interest in this township, a 
clean up and paint up campaign, a 
beautiful Main street campaign. a 
series of literary papers, are among the 
other projects on the docket. 

This is a town affair and Northfield 
must not lag behind other towns in 
this Statewide celebration.

AID FOR VETERANS 
IS RED GROSS PLEDGE 


Service and Ex-Service Men Are 
Helped in All Problems. 


Service to World War veterans in 
hospital, for able-bodied veterans, and 
for dependent families of both called 
for expenditures of $738,000 by the 
American Red Cross during the year 
just ended. In addition, Red Cross 
Chapters spent $1,963,000 in veteran 
relief, and also for men still in service: 

Although eleven years have passed 
since the Armistice, there remain 
25,500 disabled and sick veterans of 
the World War in hospitals, and the 
peak of the number who will require 
hospitalization {s mot expected by 
Veterans Bureau authorities to be 
reached until 1947. For these men. 
the Red Cross must continue its serv 
ice of providing recreation and com 
forts, according to James L. Fieser, 
vice chairman of the Red Cross. 

“Under ite Charter from Congress, 
the Red Cross is required to maintain 
service for veterans of wars and for 
the men stil! {n the service,” Mr. 
Fleser sald. “The funds for this work 
come from the anoual rol] call mem. 
bership fees. In addition to the sum 
spent !n maintaining contact with the 
veterans, the Red Cross expended 
$308,000 in ita service to the men sti)) 
in the regular Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. The society and a majority of 
{te 3,500 chapters handle claims for 
these men for insurance, compensation 
and other benefits they are entitled to 
under the law, and also where neces 
Sary arranges to provide for depen 
dents of the men. 

“Red Cross workers are maintainec 
to forty-eight Veterans Bureau Hos 
pitals, as well as in all regular Army 
and Navy hospitals, whose duty ft {er 
to supervise recreational facilities fo: 
the patients, and to provide small com 
forts. In the Army and Navy Hos 
pitals, the workers also do social serv 
lee for the patients. These tasks also 
aro performed at all Army Posts and 
Navy Ports by Red Cross workers, and 
in addition Red Cross representatives 
to handle claims are ostablished at the 
majority of Veterans Bureau regiona. 
offices.”

In Leisure Moments 


It is never extravagant to buy good, 


expensive table linen, as every dollar 
added to the cost adds to the length of 
time it will give service; and when 
hemming a tablecloth, the ravelings 
should be wound into a ball and saved 
for darning the linen, and if the house- 
hold linen is examined once a week 
and the leisure moments devoted to 
mending and darning the pieces, they 
will not only look better but will last 
twice as long. Sheets and pillow 
cases are still called bed linen from 
custom, though all are most likely of 
cotton. The worn tablecloths can 
have the best part cut into squares 
and oblongs and hemmed to serve as 
doilies and tray cloths, and these may 
be hemstitched or neatly hemmed by 
hand, and the worst worn-out damask 
and linen are invaluable in case of ill- 


been added one tablespoon of borax 
to each quart of water.

The 
biscuit. board, rolling pin and the dish 
towels and dish cloths, and the latter 
will be Kept soft and white for a long 
time by the use of borax. Careful 
planning and the stitch taken in time 
will afford more leisure moments for 
the busy housewife.

Interest in the air-marking of New 
England communities, the importance 
of which has been emphasized in the 
past few months by the New England 
Council's co-operating committee on 
aeronautical development, , has been 
manifest by reports from cities and 
towns in all parts of the six New Eng-

Not only are civic bodies giving 
thought to air-marking, but even 


private individuals are active and in- 
strumenta!l in having such _ signs 
painted. Last month the seronautical 
development committee heard from 
Louis M. Hanff, town clerk of Rutland, 
Mass.

Former Northfieldian Tells About 
The Nursing Job 


Editor, Northfield Press: 


A brief summary of the fields that 
are open to graduate nurses may be of 


interest to a number of your reaaers. 
Aniong ambitious girls who are con- 
sidering the problem of a vacation, 
there are doubtless several in the com- 
munity who would take up nursing as 
a profession if they knew the oppor- 
tunities that would be open to them. 

The trained graduate nurse has un- 
equalled opportunities for both public 
and personal services to the sick and 
in the prevention of disease. She has 
a broad field of work which has been 
d:veloped into a wide variety of inter- 
esting and specialized lines from which 
she may choose according to her in- 
clination and qualifications. Among 
the positions open to the graduate are 
those associated with public health 
service: the visiting nurse, the social 
and mental hygiene nurse, the indus- 
trial nurse working chiefly in depart- 
ment stores and factories, and the 
community nurse. The army and 
navy nurses are assigned to army and 
navy hospitals both in the United 
States and in its ssions. Posi- 
tions in hospitals offer an interesting 
choice, as superintendent of training 
school, director of educational depart- 
ment, supervisors of wards, operating 
room and clinics, anaesthetists, labora- 
tory technicians, etc. 

In the home or hospital, the private 
duty nurse is responsible for the care 
of the invalid patient. The office 
nurse acts as assistant to the physician 
or surgeon. The resident nurse in 
boarding schools and colleges is re- 
sponsible for the general supervision 
of the health of the students. In 
afidition to these. there are many more 
fields of work, opening possibilities to 
every type of persopality and interest. 
The salaries range from $85 to $300 
per month, often with full mainten- 
ance, according to the positions and 
nurse's ability. For oné who has de- 
cided to take up nursing, the selection 
of the right training school is of prime 
importance. The hospital training 
school should give a broad and com- 
plete foundational education from 
which the graduate may enter any of 
the specialized lines. The hospital 


from which I have just graduated 
offers exactly such a thorough educa- 
tion. It is called the United Hospital 
of Port Chester, New York, and is 
beautifully located in a suburb of New 
York city, near Long Island Sound. 


Its course of instruction is under the 
direction of the Board of Regents of 
New York State and graduates are 
eligible to take examinations for the 
degree of R. N. from the University of 
New York. This degree from New 
York carries with it an important ad- 
vantage. It entitles the nurse to 
practice in nearly every State in the 
Union without taking a State board 
examination. There are numerous 
other important advantages offered by 
this hospital. It is furnished with 
the finest and most up-to-date equip- 
ment that can be had. 
and nurses are leaders in their pro- 
fession. Regardless of cost, every care 
is provided for its patients and every 
comfort for its nurses. 


The nurses’ home is a model of 
beauty and convenience. Each nurse 
has her own single room tastily fur- 
nished. There are two large parlors, 
each containing piano, radio and vic- 
trola, bookcase of texts and fiction, 
and all the best magazines. The 
schedule of duties for student nurses 
makes generous provision for hours 
and days off duty and vacations. Un- 
like many hospitals, the student work 
at “ United” ts not a drudgery. Every 
procedure is for her education. Much 
of the work of the hospital {s carried 
on by graduate nurses and hospital 
helpers, which arrangement leaves the 
student nurses free for strictly edu- 
cational development. Six months of 
the course is given in the Philadelphia 
General hospital, which is a large in- 
stitution of 3000 beds. This affilia- 
tion provides the nurse with a broad 
experience and outlook upon the field 
of service. Every year a scholarship 
is awarded at graduation to the stu- 
dent who desires to pursue advanced 
work in Teachers College, Columbia 
University. 


The training at United hospital re- 
quires very little financial outlay; text 
books are provided and uniforms and 
& small money allowance monthly, 
after the probation period. From the 
day she graduates, the nurse is in de- 
mand and she can look forward to an 
assured income as long as she is able 
to work.

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THE BUSY BEAN 


HE bean is one of the most 

cosmopolitan of vegetables, for 

it 1s represented in nearly every 
habitable part of the globe. There 
is no telling when beans were first 
cultivated, but we know that the 
ancient Egyptians and Greeks culti- 
vated them and that when the first 
explorers landed in the New World 
they found them to be part of the 
Indians’ yearly harvest. The lima 
and the kidney bean are thought to 
have come from South Ameriza. 
The latter is the haricot. of France 
and the frijole of Spanish-America. 


A Real’ American Dish 


When the pioneers in our country 
settled here they found that the 
combination of pork and beans was 
a most satisfying one and today the 
phrase, “Boston baked beans and 
brown bread,” calls up a vision of 
great-great-grandmothers smilingty 
serving immense mounds of rich, 
steaming beans tc an eagerly await- 
ing family. In those days beans 
were baked for many fwurs in big 
earthen bean-pots, but today com- 
mercially canned beans are preferred 
by the majority. Canned, dried 
beans are put up with pork, with 
toinato sauce, and with other sauces. 
The beans canned withont pork have 
become a staple dish with our large 
Jewish population. 

The various forms of canned 
beans are put up with the most 
scientific care. Usually the dried 
beans are cleaned, picked over hy 
hand and soaked. Sometimes they 
are boiled until tender before being

Across the ocean in our neighboring 
continent exists an association repre- 
senting a factor to prevent war and re- 


store world peace. Forty-six nations 
have joimed and the rest are at the 
threshhold waiting for a change in 
their conduct and morality.

The League has been unfair to the 
joining nations. She has refused at 
one time to admit Germany, Russia 
and Mexico to membership, but at last 
Germany succeeded in entering. 

We, as citizens of the United States, 
should support the decision of our 
countrymen and help to influence our 
duties on a fair and prosperous basis.

they are parboiled, but they are all 
actually processed at high tempera- 
ture after the cover has been her- 
metically sealed on the airtight can. 
The pork, tomato sauce, or a plain 
sauce made from salt, sugar, mo- 
lasses and spices is cooked with 
the beans. Such beans are labeled 
“pork and heans,” “beans with tomato 
sauce” and so on. Whenever you 
sce a.can of beans which says “haked 
leans” you may be sure that before 
heing put in cans they were actually 
baked in ovens by dry heat until 
they ate mealy and brewn, for this 
ig a government ruling. 

Kidney beans and lima beans are 
canned ready for use as a vegetable 
dish or mixed with other foods. 


The Popular Stringless Bean 


Stringless beans is the general 
name hy which beans newly picked 
from the vine and canned are called. 
The beans may be the familiar green 
rols, or the tender, yellow wax 
beans. <As is true of all canned 
vegetables, stringiess beans should 
be teated in their own liquid in 
order to attain the hest flavor and 
retain their mineral salts and vita- 
mins. Or they may he chilled right 
in the can, and then used most ac- 
ceptably in making salads. 

And here are some new recines 
for using different types of beans: 

Raked Beans Parmesan: Sauté 
one small, diced onion in two table- 
spoons of butter until golden brown. 
Add one diced pimicnto, one num- 


ber 2 can of baked heans, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper and three table- 
spoons grated Parmesan cheese. 
Heat thoroughly. Serve garnished 
with sweet gherkins. 

Lima Beans en Casserole: Sauté 
one sinall minced onion and one-half 
of a green pepper, shredded, in one | 
tablespoon of fat for five minutes. 
Add contents of one can of tomato 
soup and of one number 2 can of 
lima beans. Season to taste. Pour 
into a buttered casserole and bake 
thirty minutes in a moderate oven, 
375 degrees F. 


New Bean Recipes 


Kidney Bean Medley: Mix the 
followimg myredients lightly — to- 
gether: contents of a number 2 can 
of red kidney beans, one cup cooked 
spaghetti, one-half. cup chopped, 
salted peanuts, one-half cup grated 
cheese, one cup canned tomitucs, salt 
and pepper. Turn into a buttered 
baking dish and hake for thirty min- 
utes at 375 degrees F.

“T’ve Been 


Reading”’

HAMLET, by William Shakespeare. 
Any bookstore. 


Lord Chesterfield’s definition of a 
gentleman is that he was a man who 
never unintentionally offends anyone. 
There have been as many specifications 
cof what constitutes culture as there 
are varying temperaments and varying 
degrees of literacy. But on one point 
I believe that almost everyone is 
agreed. A gentlemen with a pretense 
of culture has a library of his own. 

Always! And a scholar’s books are 
the tools of his trade, in constant use 
and standing on his shelves ready to 
his hand whenever he reaches out to 
consult them. I am reminded of 
what Ruskin once said, “ Never borrow 
books. To be without books of your 
own is the abyss of penury. Don’t 
endure it.” 

Well, we can’t all live up to this high 
standard of excellence. But the 
habit of borrowing books and forget- 
ting to return them which, alas, is all 
too common, has given me recently a 
most vivid spiritual experience. I have 
a set of Shakespeare, the gift of a 
wealthy relative, now deceased, spe- 
cially bound in covers that cannot be 
duplicaeed except at considerable ex- 
pense. Someone once borrowed from 
this set the Hamlet and the Lear and 
never returned them. And the result 
has been that for over 10 years, while 
I have read most of the plays. of 
Shakespeare at reasonable intervals, 
when I have reached for Hamlet I 
have found that it was not there. And 
by the time that I got around to buy 
another copy, the impulse had passed. 


Selected Recipes

Large, smooth tomatoes

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About a month ago, therefore, I re- 
read Hamlet for the first time in over 
10 years, though I have, of course, seen 
performances of the play. And I was 
surprised. . ‘ 


Coming to Hamlet with a mature 
mind and the knowledge of life and of 
people that comes of living, and read- 
ing it freshly for the first time after 
@ lapse of years, is an amazing ex- 
perience. To those of my readers who 
have had the good fortune to have 
overlooked this play in reéent years, I 
strongly recommend that it be taken 
down from the shelves and re-read in 
the light of modern literature and 
modern psychology. You will be sur- 
prised. 

Hamlet is one of those unfortunate 
men, mentioned in a previous review, 
whose emotional development has re- 
mained childlike while his mind has 
reached exceptional power. He suf- 
fers from a Freudian complex that 
makes him do and say and feel things 
that place him at war with his whole 
environment and act with cruelty to 
others. It is too long a subject to 
enter into in a brief review. But it 
seems to me that we have here, com- 
ing down to us from the days of 
Elizabethan England, a book that is 
the sort of thing that many of our 
modern writers are trying to do and 
doing badly. 


Just a thought! But I suggest that, 

before some of our modern literature 
is condemned for the wrong thing, for 
freedom of speech, for discussing un- 
pleasant situations and all the rest, 
that we re-read Hamlet. There, after 
all, is the standard of literature, ad- 
mittedly one of the greatest works of 
art ever- produced, and the protagonist 
of the play, the hero having just 
killed, by accident, the father of the 
girl who loves him, remarks to his 
mother, of all people, “ I’ll lug the guts 
into the neighbor room.” 
“Now I am not trying to say that I 
consider Hamlet improper. I am 
merely trying to suggest that some- 
times we need to reaffirm our stand- 
ards of the arts by testing our opinions 
azainst the actual work of the masters 
of the past before trying to judge the 
present.
